It appears that the deceased 
went to his bath shortly after 8 
o'clock this morniog, *nd 
be did pat appear at 
the usual hour the houseboy 
becama alarmed and sought the 
belp of the residents of an adjoin- 
ing flat, who, on arriving, could 
get no resporse from. the bath- 
room. They.then smashed in the 
door of the bathrogm and 
found deceased lying on the 
floor. Dr. Balean was immediate- 
ly summoned and he appeared 
on the scene within a fow minute. 
Artificial respiration was tried, 
but without effect. 


Is seems that the deceased bad 
been in the bathroom for some 
time, having shaved before 
getting into the batb, and that 
during most of this time the 
geyser had been in use. It is 
thoughtthat the oxygen in the sir 
had been consumed by the geyser, 
setting up carbonic oxide gas, 
from the effects of which tho 
deceased became faint, fell to the 
floor and never recovered con- 
sciousness. He had evidently 
made aoattempt toresch the door, 
as when found he was lying face 
downwards with the key uncer 
neath his body. We understand 
that a post mortem examination 
is to be held. the body having been 
removed to the mortaary shortly 
after the discovery of the tragedy 

The late Mr. Hancox, who was 
a single maz, would bave been 30 
sears of age on the Y4th. of this 
month. He came out East from 
England in’ L911 as an apprentice 
in the merctant marine- Later 
he joined the Chinese Cus- 
toms, and was. theo for a8 
time employed at = Gols’s 
Wharf ia Kowlooo.

be guaranteed peace and 
quietude, might easily transform 
the country into one of the 
tichest and. most prosperous in 
tho whole world. We wish 
Chins and the Chinese all that 
they could wish themselves in 
the new year, which, howaver, 
will open undar none too promis- 
ing conditions, 


Britain and France. : 


The passages in the speeches 
in the British Parliament relating 
tothe Ruhr situation remind us 
that events are shaping them- 
selves towards an exceedingly 
oritical finale. The tice must come 
whon either Germany will have 
to give in or the French author. 
ities will ba obliged'to use actual 
force in order to carry out their 
programme. Cables received yes- 
terday described a tense atmos- 
phere, with both sides uncertain 
what the next move might have 
tobe. Itis like the tenth round 
of a long contest, when both 
boxers are well matched, and are 
practically level on points. 
The only hope of definite 
victory then exists in a 
knock-out blow. We brave no 
doubt that France can emerge 
victorious, but i: will not ba an 
easy victory, and will require 
further forcibfe measures. The 
French authorities appear to be 
chars of using undue force, and 
itis only the continued German 
stubbornness that necessitates 
the sternersaactions. As we have 
previously stated, we feel every 
sympatby for our Ally in the 
difficulties she is having to over- 
come. One feature of the House 
of Commons debate that parti- 
cularly concerns us, however, 
is the statement by, the 
Premier regardiog ‘the’ British 
forces at Cologne. There can be 
no doubt s3 to what would result 
from 2» withdrawal—a serious 
estrangement with France—and 
we trust that the withdrawal of 
the British troops wlll not prove 
necessary. After Bo many years 
of ahappy Entente it is difficult 
to imaginea severanceof theclose 
ties between the two neighbours 
across the Channel. 


The Egyptian Vendetta. 


It is obvious that a deliberate 
campaign of murder directed 
against the British residents— 
particularly officials and soldiers 
—j4 being set on foot in Egypt by 
the disgruntled sections of the 

opulace. This faction aspires to 
an absolately independent Egypt, 
with control of all departments in 
the Goveroment. Britain has 
already made very substantial 
copcessions to the people of the 
country, and the appointment of 
a King uf their own was one form 
of meeting them half way. How- 
ever, ‘the British interests in 
Ezypt are too great to be sacri- 
ficed to agitators of any descrip- 
tion. The land owes its very 
prosperity to the work of the 
pioneers of the race that the 
extreme Nationalists would now 
like to see turned out of the coun- 
try. Well, we sre merely 
observing in Egypt another aspect 
of the anti-foreign feeling that is 
getoiog so much ground ic differ- 
ent parts of the world, pointing to 
a very interesting position in 
a decade or two” [t is 8 
subject “on which, were one 
indigcreet enough, a great deal 
could ba said. One point we 
cannot help but admit is that 
everywhere in Africa and Asis 
the Western races have establish- 
ed themselves as rulers over alien 
nations, and that it is only 
natoral that there should bs 
unrest under tha foreign “ yoke,” 
especially when agitators exhibit 
as much energy in fostericg 
discontent ag they are nowdoing. 
The time is probshly coming 
wher several subject races will 
ba capable of governing them- 
selyer, in a fashion, aod when 
foreign ustions will have le 
excuse for intervention, byt thet 
period is not- likely to arrive 
before the deys of our gros 
grandchildren,

"German Mission Work. 


The Council approved of the 
first reading of « Bill intituled An 
Ordinance to provide for the 
carrying onol the work formerly 
carried “on by certain German 
societies, and persons in the 
Colony of Hongkong, and to deal 
with certain property formerly 
held or administered by. or used 
in connection with the work of, 
such societies and persons in the 
Colony of Hongkong, and ta pro- 
vide for the control of the persans 
by whom the said work is to be 
carried ov. — ee ow 
In the Objects ard Reasons it 
is explained that the Bill is 
neceasary in order to carty out 
the provisions of Article 438 of 
the Treaty of Versailles. During 
the wer, temporary arrangements 
were made for supervising and 
carrying on certain parts of the 
work formerly carried on here by 
the German Missions, but some 


‘permanent arrangement is now 


necessary. The property former- 
ly belonging to the German mis- 
sions is at present vested in the 
Custodian of Enemy Property, 
The Bill proposes to create  cor- 


drafted, .but it- will be noticed 


poration towhom all German mis- 
sion property is to b2 transferred 
and by whom it is to be edmia- 
istered. The corporation will 
consist of five persons, and the 
power of sppointing successors to 
the first members of the corpora- 
tion is vested in the Governor, 
the intention being that all mem- 
bers of the corporation shall be 
of the Protestant faith, 


Clause 4 of the Bill vests io the 
corporation all the leasehold pro- 
perty formerly vested in the 
Jerman missiods or in the 
trustees of those missions. Mov- 
able propertyand cash balancesat 
present held by the Custodian will 
be transferred ta the corporation 
under an order of the Governor 
made .under the Trading with 
the Enemy Amendment Or- 
dinance, 1919. In the case of some 
of the property involved the bene- 
ficial ownepsbip is not entirely 
clear at the moment, but the 
beneficial jatvrests will be 
respected so far as. possible when 
they are ascertained. ‘Tbe effect 
of clause 4,leken in. conjunction 
with the rest of the bill, will 
merely be to vest the legal 
interest in the leasebold property 
in the corporation. A similar 
remark willepply to the property 
handed over by the Custodian. 

Clause 5of the Bill desls with 
the trusts under which the Ger- 
man mission property is to be 
held. In the first draft of this 
bill an attempt was made to set 
out the trusts of each particular 
portion of leasehold property, bat

° year We have 
spoken to several Chinese 
about the matter, and 
whilst they readily agree that 
it is. an unlucky day, they have 
been loth to disclose jast the 
teason why. Porhaps the very 
telling would bring them bad lack. 

We are indebted to one Chinese 
friend, howevar, for the following 
“rough and ready” explanation;s— 

“You see,” ha said, “there ate 
four reasons why it is anluoky. 
Io tho first place, the coming 
year does not include «4 
on the 
almanac. {In the sacond place. it 
is a ‘split day’—very unlucky. 
“(We couldn't get a very clear” 
idea of what was meant by 
“splitday” bot it is, apparently, 
evilly portentions). 

“In the third and fourth places: 
the coming year is the Jast in a 
cycle of 60 years and the name 
of it is made up of the last charac- 
ters in two groups (one of ten 
and one of twelve) which are 
used in rotation and which 
go to make up all the 
names of the sixty years which 
complete a cycle. The twoand 
characters of each group come 
together in this Now Year—the. 
neme of which is Arcat Hoi.”

_ The Housing Question. 

_Sir,-It seems that the Rent 
Restriction Ordinance does not 
protect tenants very much in res- 
pect ofreot charges. Many cases 
bave been known in which tenants 
have left four-roomed houses, with 
kitcheo, bathroom and servants’ 
quarter, and the new tenants 
have been made to pay double the 
former rental of the whole house 
just for two rooms and kitchen, 
with no bathroom or servants’ 
quarters. 

Thera have also been cases in 
whicn Chinese and Europeans 
have applied to Chinese 
landlords for s house but 
have been refused, being 
informed by the landlords that 
they can get from five ‘to six 
times the usual rent from Chinese 
coming here from Canton. Some 
landlords have even refused to let 
any houses to Europeans, becausé 
they are the. people who have 
Rent» Restriction 
Ordinencé to be brought in. . 

We are suffering just as ‘badiy,. 
if not worse, than the people in 
Singapore, whére there is no Beant 
Restriction Ordinance. A’ lew 
should be made that no tenant is 
required to pay-more rent than s 
former tenant, and tenants leay- 
ing houses should pass their 
receipts. to the Tax Office.

He has estimated that 
only 410 of i per cent. of 
the deaths among coolies in that 
region are attributable to hook- 
worm infection. On this basis 
the situation at @ coal. property 
was analyzed. There wete 2,000 
mon employed, and 410 of 1 per 
cent. worked ont to eight deaths 
a year from hookworms. As it 
cost $150 to bring in a coolie, this 
was costing the company, 
looking at it from purely 
commercial standpoint, $1,200 » 
year.
